.\11  who,  in  ancient  or  modern  limes,  have  bo- 
fotne  eminent  for  usefulness,, have  been  eliaracter- 
ir.ed  for  perseverance  and  unweeried  exertion.  No 
one  ever  did,  or  ctin  become  a  useful  metnber  of 
aav  community,  who  is  indolent,  or  destitute  of 
|)erseverance.  It  is  not  true  that  all  the  industrious 
and  persevering  are  useful,  for  they  may  be  en¬ 
gaged  in  a  b.ad  cause  ;  anti  hence,  there  tire  some 
whoarc  not  weary  in  evil-doing:  ami  all  such  may 
bit  a.ssured,!hai  in  due  lime  they  shall  reap  corrup¬ 
tion  atid  wo.  Fttr  he  that  ilocih  wrung,  ihall  rc- 
edve  fur  the  wrong  he  haili  iloiie. 

“  IjCI  ns  not  be  weaiy  in  well-doing.”  This 
sxhiortation,  givr-o  nearly  riglitceii  cenliiric.s  ago, 
t  )  those  who  then  lived,  will  answer  as  well  at  this 
fii.e,  ami  a|)i>ly  as  well  lo  those  who  now  live. 
Iloncc,  let  ns  hceil  the  language  of  the  apostle, 
mlilressing  us  tinder  tlic  guidance  of  the  ilivinc 
.Spii it, saying  aU’ertionately,  yet  powerfully,  “  Let 
w  iu)t  he  weary  in  well  doing.”  Tlie  assurance 
cofiaincd  in  our  text,  iliat  in  due  season  we  shall 
reap,  if  we  faint  not,  is  exceedingly  encouraging  to 
all  such  as  arc  apt  lo  he  faint- hearted ;  for  wiili  due 
perseverance  and  application,  the  anticipated  good 
lijf  which  titcy  labor,  will  he  enjoyed.  Persever¬ 
ing  industry,  is  the  surest  road  to  success  in  every 

ii. iiig;  blit  in  onkr  to  pursue  any  course  of  well- 
dying  with  pr()()riely  and  success,  it  is  essentially 
requisito  we  should  understand  the  nature  and 
lendeney  of  our  calling;  so  that  we  may  iinder- 

iii. i:i>!iiig!y  progress  toward  some  useful  et.d.  If 
nnt,  wc  may  be  like  the  head-strong  and  self-siif- 
Qcteiit  fanatic,  wlio,  under  pretence  of  doing  great 
ioimI,  ruslie.s  forward  wiili  blind  impetuosity,  and 
moaners  dcslriiclion and  mi;;eryin  ids  patli.  Good- 
nesj  iu^ principle  ar.d  action,  in  connection  with 
knowledge  and  reason,  arc  indispe nsa!)Ie  ingredi- 
sitti  in  the  composition  ol’tcie  Chiistian  cliaractcr. 

•  Knowledge  and  reason  raise  man  above  the  brute, 
•ml  the  lessoflliese  be  ha.s,  the  more  like  the  brute 
itc  acts,  and  the  more  of  them  he  has,  the  more  god¬ 
like  beaciR.  A  knowledge  of  those  la  wsef  the  all- 
«ise  Creator,  winch  he  has  established  fortl.e  go- 
»'*rninei.l  of  all  things,  is  indispensable  to  tb.c  |iro- 
prr  conduct  and  well-being  of  man.  Throug.houl 
•'til  nations  and  ages,  the  same  physical  laws  ex- 
ui.  Hence,  if  we  learn  by  persevering  application, 
these  laws  in  one  age  and  place,  wc  may  be  assured 
they  arc  the  same  in  all  oilier  places  arftlagcs.  It 

in  the  mental,  so  in  ilie  morcl'woriil.  An 
i-'ilrar  iion  of  any  these  laws,  produces  disorder 
inn  misery  ;  amFlibcdicriCe  to  them,  produces  nr- 
Jet  and  happiiieftr^nd  constitutes  tlic  well-doing 
referred  to  in  otfk  lext.  Hence,  in  order  to  secure 
khe  greatest  amount  of  happiness,  and  at  the  same 
*«•  avoid  the  greatest  amount  of  miiery,  we  must 
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become  acquainted  with  the  luwsuf  God,  and  obey  I 
them. 

Let  us,  as  studious  disciples,  study  these  laws 
in  Gud's  word  and  works.  Let  us  not  think  that 
a  competent  knowledge  of  them  can  be  attained 
in  a  short  time,  without  application  ;  for  very  few 
of  mankind  can  learn  intuitively.  Nor  let  us  think 
that  a  knowledge  of  them  i.s  so  ditlicult  to  reach, 
that  it  can  never  be  obtained.  For  perseverance 
will  remove  every  impediment  and  surmount  every 
uhstacic.  Seeing  this  is  so,  “  let  us  .not  be  weary 
in  well-doing;  for  iu  due  seasun  we  shall  reap,  if 
we  faint  not.” 

The  laws  of  God  are  such,  that  all  must  iuevi- 
lahly  receive  according  to  their  works,  whether 
good  or  bad,  "for  whatsoever  a  man  sowelh,  that 
shall  be  also  reap.”  This  doctrire  is  not  only 
scriptural  and  reasonable,  but  it  is  conlirmed  by 
the  voice  of  universal  experience.  St.  Paul  as¬ 
sures  us  iliat  God  “will  render  to  every  man  ac¬ 
cording  to  his  deeds.  To  them  who  by  patient 
c«)nlini!cnce  in  well-doing,  seek  for  glory,  and  lio- 
nor,  and  immortality,  etcrrHi!  lile.  But  unto 
them  that  ate  conicniious,  and  do  not  obey  the 
truth,  but  obey  uniigliicoiisnoss:  indigntition  and 
wrath,  trihnIaiioM  and  anguish,  upon  every  soul  of 
man  ihat  dneih  evil ;  of  the  Jew  first,  and  also  of| 
the  Gentile.  But  glory,  honor,  and  peace  to  every 
man  that  worketh  good;  to  the  Jew  first,  and  also 
to  the  Gentile;  for  there  is  no  respect  of  persona 
wiih  God.”  Mankind  sometimes  vainly  imagine 
that  evil-doing  will  render  them  happy;  and  u:i- 
iler  the  influence  of  tliis  delusion,  t.hcy  will  prac¬ 
tice  vice,  and  pursue  a  course  of  ini(|uny  in  search 
of  hepiiinnee,  nod  leap  the  bitter  fruit  of  disap- 
[joiiilmenl  and  misery.  Hear  the  wortis  of  the 
great  Apostle,  aircciionately  addre«s'’d  lo  such  de- 
j  luded  persons  Be  not  deceived,  for  God  is  not 
mocked;  [i,  e.,  deluded ;]  fur  wharsoever  a  man 
soweth.  i.hat  siiall  he  also  reap.  For  he  that  sow¬ 
elh  lo  the  lle»!i,  shall  of  the  flrsli  reap  corruption ; 
but  he  that  .sowelh  to  the  spirit,  shall  of  the  spirit 
reap  life  everlasting.”  Now  tome  in  appositely 
l!ie  woid.s  of  onr  text :  “And  let  us  not  be  weary 
in  well-doing;  for  in  due  sca'^on  v.csbaii  reap,  if 
we  fnirt  not.”  The  apostle  tints  coniinne.s  bis  ex¬ 
hortation  :  “  As  w  e  liave  titcrefoie  oppon unity,  let 
us  do  guod/tn  all  men,  espcctally  unto  them  who 
are  o&  the  household  of  fuillt.”  Why  should  we 
do  go-xl,  especially  to  these  who  .nro  of  the  house¬ 
hold  of  faith  ?  Because,  by  encouraging,  assist¬ 
ing,  and  doing  got  d  to  iheiii,  wc  promote  truth  ai.d 
rigl.leonsness  more  elli'Ctunlly  titan  if  we  neglect 
the  faitlifel  and  do  good  to  tlte  ttrifaithful  and 
wickcfl.  W.'iy  should  wc  do  good  to  all,  as  wc 
j  have  opportunity?  Because  God  is  good  to  all, 
ard  it  will  dispose  tiiem  to  do  good  lo  ii.s.  But 
why  sh(  ul.l  VC  do  good  lo  the  wicked  ?  Because 
^  “  (iod  is  gcwl  lo  the  evil  and  iinihankfitl and 
because  it  is  goodness  that  overcomes  evi!  and 
leads  to  repentance.  God  never  becomes  weary 
in  we!!-i!<)i  »g.  But  men  scnictimes  do,  and  flog, 
hesitate,  and  stop;  and  having  slopjted,  iliey  he-j 
conic  fiiseoiir.oced,  <  r  what  is  worse,  aro  led  cap¬ 
tive  by  ten!  j'-atiijti,  and  I'ecoinc  useless,  or  worse 
.than  uselc.“s,  to  the  world,  by  ceasing  lo  .good  and 
learning  to  flo  evil.  May  God  fotbi’.l  that  any  ot 
us  tl’.oiilil  be  Itfi  lo  do  thus.  C’i;u!:l  marikin'l  hc- 
hold  the  hiirrid  tfitrtla  of  ftvii  doing  clearly  dis- 
|)layri|  before  them,  it  would  operate  as  a  powerful 
pr;venti\c.  Lti  piirchls  and  te.achcrs,  then,  hold 
up  lo  the  view’  of  ll’.ose  under  their  direction,  the 
inevitable  and  awful  consequences  of  vice.  OI 
wiinessthe  shame,  ihe  guilt,  and  the  di.-<gracc  of  a 
fOD,  whose  eharocler  Itos  been  deeply  stained  by 
the  oommissioD  of  foul  deeds.  Or,  behold  the  Jc- 


gradativn  and  agony  of  a  daughter,  wtio  has  stepped 
aside  from  the  path  of  virtue.  The  effects  do  not 
cense  with  those  who  do  the  evil,  but  the  hearts  of 
par  nia  are  touched  and  afflicted.  O!  what  heart- 
tending  agouy  it  has  sometimes  caused  them,  to 
learn  that  their  sons  or  daughters  have  turned  from 
the  path  of  virtue,  and  pursued  that  of  vice!  A 
circumstance  in  point  occurs  loyour  speaker. 

There  were  two  kind  parents,  who  had  tt  son, 
an  only  child.  They  watched  over  him  xviliV  pa¬ 
ternal  solicitude  from  infancy  to  niatthood,  provided 
for  him,  and  educated  hiifi  well.  He  was  appre¬ 
hended  for  forgery,  brought  before  the  bar  of  jus¬ 
tice,  and  was  condemned  to  spend  a  series  of  years 
in  the  State’s  prison.  His  parents  were  present  at 
the  trial.  The  father  was  in  deep  distiess ;  and 
the  mother  groaned  aloud  with  agony,  when  she 
heard  tb.c  sentence  proiiounretl  hy  the  jinlge.  She 
left  the  court-ntoni  supported  by  her  husband,  and 
ot:  the  green,  i.*!  front  of  the  ctturt-hoxise,  she  fell 
lifeless — died  of  a  bioken  heart! 

The  feelings  of  parents  have  been  far  more 
.agonized  by  the  vicious  conduct  of  llteir  cbildreit, 
ilian  in  following  them  to  the  grave.  Yes,  the 
death  of  a  virtuous  child  is  comfort,  in  comparison 
to  the  disgrace  tif  a  wicked  one.  Fathers  can  not 
be  too  watchful  overilte  conduct  of  their  sons ;  not 
can  mother’s  be  loo  careful  in  wairbiiig  over  the 
conduct  of  tbeir  dsn  ghters.  Fathers  and  mothers, 
watchfulness  airma  will  not  seeurc  your  sons  and 
ilaughters  from  ^y;e  and  consequent  disgrace. 
There  is  a  more  ellectiial  preventive,  than  the 
m^bt  anxious  ^lielii«le  prompting  the  most  vigi¬ 
lant  caution.  It  is  niis — to  be  virtuous  and  cir¬ 
cumspect,  yourselves.  The  itiflitence  of  proper 
example  upon  the  young,  is  for  gri’ater  than  the 
best  advice,  or  mobl  faliitary  precepts.  Good  ex¬ 
amples  in  parents,  will  goinncii  further  in  form¬ 
ing  virtiions  dispositions  and  habits  iu  their  chil- 
ilren,  than  all  they  can  oiIierwi.se  tench  and  do. 

If  amity  he  manifested  in  the  conduct  and  conver- 
eaiion  of  pairnts,  they  infuse  the  principles  of 
gentleness  and  nfi'cclion  into  theii  children — but 
if  they  tpiarre!  and  use  abusive  language  to  each 
iiihcr,  before  their  children,  they  icacli  them  to  d<» 
likew’ise  far  more  cfTbctually,  than  if  they  should 
expressly  say  to  them,  “  Cliildron,  go  ami  quarrel 
arni  abuse  one  another.” 

Again:  does  the  father  or  mother  uw  profane  lan- 
gnagciiithe  hearing  of  their  children  ?  Ifso,  thev 
nuglil  rot  to  be  .surprised  if  they  should  hear  theni 
repeat  the  wicked  xvords.  Although  ilicte  aic 
many  fathers  w  ho  are  addicted  to  pr-.tfanily,  I  re¬ 
joice  that  there  are  but  few  moiltcrs  v/bo  are  jtre- 
ftr-e.  No  vice  is  more  strikingly  eharacierisiic  of 
wickedness  and  folly,  ihao  this;  and  none  les-i 
cxeti.sablc.  Cliildreti  are  apt  Jo  iliiuk  that  it  is  rot  * 
vrofig  to  imitate  tbeir  parents;  and  as  examphr* 
is  the  siircfcl  way  of  teaebing  vice, so  it  is  the  most 
elVcctual  way  of  teacliing  virtiie.  Tite  pr.wer  of 
example  is  great,  upon  all  classc.s  of  mankind  : 
anil  as  this  is  i!tc  most  elTcrtunl  w.av  of  teaebing 
what  u  good,  Chriciians  sliindd,  by  all  nteans. 
leach  in  this  way — ami  those  who '.visit  to  not  pro¬ 
mote  or  encnitrage  any  t.'iing  wrong,  sitonid  t ; 
cautions  not  lo  fet  any  bad  e\an  p'e. 

Again  :  let  parents  be  in  habits  t  f  ir.toxicatiot . 
and  their  eliildren  w  ill  be  apt  to  iliink  it  is  m » 
w  rong,  ami  will  I.e  Ic.l  into  this  beastly  vice  bv 
the  influence  of  tbeir  ex.imp'e.  But  these  sanu- 
children,  if  their  parents  had  not  used  intoxiraiing 
drinks  nt  all,  would  have  sloed  in  nodaGgernf  U- 
evming  intern  pcr.aie:  and  instead  of  being  indulcnt, 
vicious,  ond  intemperate,  and  consequently  pests 
to  society,  they  might  have  been  industrious,  vir¬ 
tuous.  temperate,  and  useful  mertd'ers  of  it.  Ol 
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what  wretchedness,  poverty,  vice,  and  disease, 
have  been  caused  by  intemperance ;  and  we  know 
of  but  one  way  of  elieclually  arresting  the  progress

1  asked  him,  if  he  had  known 
bt  fo-eharid  that  the  gloves  would  be  an  insuliicieni 
defcii'je,  if  he  could  have  CHiployexI  any'  other. 
Yes,  he  might  have  Inindled  up  each  hand  in  a 
tow’el  or  handkerchief,  ns  ho  had  seen  a  young 
chopper  once  rigged  out,  after  his  hands  had  been 
severely  blistered.  But,  lie  said,  he  would  rather 
have  suffered  considerably,  tlian  submit  to  be  so 
unseemly  and  incoiniiuxliously  defended.  I  then 
asked  him  if  he  rouldthinkof  iioother  wr.yof  pre¬ 
vention.  He  said  he  rould  not,  except  some  mo¬ 
di  fi  cat  ion  of  tliose  lie  had  mentioned;  but  he  could 
think  of  none  of  these,  which  were  not  liable  to  tiie 
objection  of  being  ton  unwieldy  and  inconvenient 
for  ordinary  application.  1  next  asked  him  if  he 
knew  how  those  who  are  obliged  to  employ  them¬ 
selves  daily  in  such  labors,  are  defended  against 
the  pain  and  lameness  which  he  was  now  sulTer- 
ing.  1  also  esked  him,  if  he  would  not  have  con¬ 
sidered  his  master  or  his  physician  as  possessed  of 
great  contrivance,  if  cither  of  them  could  have  de¬ 
vised  a  plan  of  prcveniioii  liabl®  to  none  of  the 
objcctioos  jifst  alluded  to.  Yes,  Iri'lhe  last  ques¬ 
tion  ;  and  as  to  the  natural  defence,  os  he  called  it, 
lie  knew  that  the  hands  of  laborers  have  the  skin 
very  much  thickened  and  hardened.  I  explained 
to  him  that  it  was  not  the  skin,  properly  so  called, 
w’hicli  became  thickened,  but  only  the  outer  layer, 
which  has  been  called  epideimis,  cuticle,  or  scarf- 
skin.  I  told  him  that  those  who  had  investigated 
its  structure  and  functions,  have  informed  us  that 
it  every  where  coversihc  true  skin  ;  that  it  is  very 
thin  compared  with  the  dermis,  or  true  skin,  and 
that  it  is  (piilc  insensible,  having  no  perceptible 
'blood-vessels  or  nerves.  It  is  this  which  is  raised 
when  0  blister  is  formed.  The  dermis,  or  true 
skin,  is  nbuiidantly  supplied  with  nerves  or  the 
power  of  feeling,  so  much  so,  that  w’hen  the  epi¬ 
dermis  is  removed,  we  can  not  bear,  without  pain, 
the  least  pressure  or  friction,  as  nil  know  who  have 
had  a  blister  dressed.  He  then  saw  the  use  of  this 
insensible  membrane  spread  over  the  acutely  sen¬ 
sitive  dermis,  to  be  a  defence  against  the  injurious 
pressure  and  friction  of  external  agents.  Without 
its  blunting  power,  wc  could  not  bear  to  touch  atty- 
thing ;  we  should  be  .as  one  who  had  been  scalded 
all  over.  In  the  palms  of  the  hands  and  the  soles 
of  the  feet,  this  covering  is  thickest,  because  there 
an  increased  thickness  is  necessary,  owing  to  the 
greater  prcsstire  and  fiiction  to  which  these  paits 
are  liable.  I  tlien  li.ad  him  recount  several  of  the 
injuries,  and  io.sse.s,  and  ineonveniences.  wliicii  man 
wouhl  have  to  sustain  if  lii.s  hands  were  so  consti¬ 
tuted  that  they  never  could  bear  more  work  than 
had  been  sutficient  to  blister  his.  How  little  labor 
could  be  aecomplisbed — bow  many  wants  unsttp- 
plicd — how  many  awkward  inventions  resorted 
to— how  deficient  our  adajrtalion  to  the  circum¬ 
stances  of  our  condition  !

The  prayer  of  our  Saviour  upon  the  cross,  appears  lu 
me  one  of  the  most  sublime  exemplifications  of  the  rpi. 
rit  of  the  Gospel,  upon  record.  I  say  sublime,  for  there 
is  a  moral  sublimity  in  it,  that  breathes  a  loflinesi  not  of 
earth — a  holiness  and  purity,  that  are  contaminated  by 
comparison  with  the  best  sayings  of  all  its  noble  andiu 
wise.  To  me,  it  is  one  of  those  internal  evidences  for 
the  divine  source  of  Christianity,  which  are  irresistible, 
and  which  stand  proof  against  the  cavils,  sophistriesaod 
sneers  of  the  infidel — and  it  is,  also,  one  of  those  great 
teachings  of  our  Lord,  which  wo  should  learn  by  heart, 
and  strive  with  all  our  strength  to  practise. 

Splendid  examples  in  history,  there  may  be,  of  tliose, 
who,  like  the  ancient  philosopher,  have  exhibited  acaln!

No — and  even  for 
this,  perhaps,  the  Greek  and  the  Roman  might  have  re¬ 
corded  him  as  a  hero— did  he  shrink  from  death  ?  oh. 
no! — and  for  this,  perhaps,  they  would  have  handed 
I  down  his  name  to  future  ages,  asa  philosopher,  who  Hiedas 
I  the  leader  of  a  sect  should  die.  Ho  died  not  as  these— bat 
[as  one  “  who  spake  as  never  man  spake” — wiio  taught 
land  practiced  the  doctrine,  “  Love  your  enemies”— 
one  whose  wisdom  and  fortitude  were  not  of  earth.

Cease  sneering  at  the  forms  of  Christianity,  and 
urge  one  forcible  objection  to  its  spirit !  cease  pointing 
at  tlie  cercaionies  of  the  Jewish,  the  corruptions  of  tbe 
Pagan  convert — cease  battling  with  the  devices  of  tbe 
dark  ages  and  the  errors  of  Christians — and  come  to 
Calvary — come  to  the  fool  of  the  cross,  and  behold  the 
Master !
